The editor of the Bassano Mail, 
writing of M.L.A.’s as being under¬ 
paid says the following: “We have ne¬ 
ver been an enthusiastic supporter of 
the demands of the coal miners princi¬ 
pally because we believed these men 
to be fairly well paid for the work they 
do, and somewhat overbearing and ar¬ 
bitrary in their habits of going out 
on strike for trivial reasons on oc¬ 
casions when the public is depending 
on them for a supply of fuel. How¬ 
ever, when we listen to the despairing 
plaints of our members of the pro¬ 
vincial legislature, that they are suf¬ 
fering financially when only paid a 
couple of thousand dollars for a couple 
of months work in the legislature, we 
are inclined to revise our opinion of 
the mine workers. Personally, we 
would prefer the comfortable cushion¬ 
ed seats of the legislature building to 
the darkness and damp and the squat 
position of the mine workers, burrow¬ 
ing away into the coal seam with a 
chance that the roof may drop at any 
moment.. And if the members of the 
legislature are underpaid, with their 
short hours, manifold comforts, and 
the prestige of being in “the seats of 
the mighty,” the pick and shovel min¬ 
er, burrowing in the dark fastnesses 
of mother Earth, must be underpaid 
to a far greater degree. 


LIST’ TO MR. BRISBANE 


No one would accuse Mr. Arthur 
Brisbane of being pro-British. When 
he was in control of Hearst publica¬ 
tions he lost few opportunities of 
twisting the poor old lion’s tail. This 
is what he says now: “If you think 
it takes only a short time to learn 
self-government, look at Egypt. The 
British Empire recently said to the 
Egyptians, “Go ahead and. govern 
yourselves”. A careful observer re¬ 
ports that Egypt is going down hill 
toward the old listless poverty and 
shiftlessness with frightful rapidity. 
Cairo streets are dirty, hotels are clos¬ 
ing, the natives express their patriot¬ 
ism by insulting foreigners that come 
to spend money. Self-government is 
not so easily learned.” Russian Reds 
should, but will not take note of ?his. 
They are so confident of their new¬ 
found.powers that they would extend 
their sphere of influence all over the 
world.

The Bassano 
Mail finds it difficult to believe that 
the expenses of a six weeks stay in 
Alberta's capit al eats up more "than 
$2,000, when a member is reasonably 
careful and not addicted to riotous liv- 
ing. There are many, many families 
in the province who do not get that 
much money in a whole year. One 
thousand dollars for a six weeks par¬ 
liamentary session is ample and most 
of the members would be overpaid at 
that. Matheson may think he is John 
the Baptist or Lenine, but he likes 
his little $2,000 cheque just as much 
as did Peter Smith. 


A REMINDER TO THE PUBLIC 


Although conditions in the Alberta 
forest reserves are good this spring, 
forestry officials wish to give a gener¬ 
al reminder of “Save the Forest 
Week,” which closes on Saturday. To 
intending campers and picnickers, they 
[give the usual warnings: Put the dead 
fire out. watch your matches. Watch 
cigarettes and cigar stubs and pipe 
droppings. Dont take a chance. 


GOITER AND IODINE 


In reference to the news that in 
Rochester, N.Y., iodine was added, to 
the water in order to avoid goitte, t)r. 
G. W. Goler., M.H.O., of that city has 
given the Municipal Review some veyy 
valuable information on the subject. 
Examination proved that over 5 pei 
cent of the school children have goiter, 
the percentage being larger in the 
girls; and many women patients suffer 
from it. It is pointed out that it is 
hardly found on the sea coast, where 
the iodipe in the sea water affects the 
atmosphere, and keeps the disease 
away. The disease is more prevalent 
:n the inland districts, and especially 
in the mountains. And this is confirm¬ 
ed by th£ awful number of cases in 
Switzerland, where 1,900 recruits are 
discarded yearly. In Rochester, for 
two weeks each year, iodine is put in¬ 
to the water supply, at the rate of 60 
parts per billion. And the people are 
advised to drink plenty of water, two 
quarts a day. Apart from the physical 
danger of goiter is the mental one, 
for it too often results in feeble-mind- 
edsess, as with the cretins in Switzer¬ 
land, where 60,000 of these Children 
are cared for in asylums. 


ARE YOU GETTING OLD?

PUNTING TREES 


As the time is at hand for planting 
trees the following instructions for 
digging the holes and planting will be 
found to be efficacious in producing 
strong growth and insuring the life of 
your trees. The suggestion No. 4 to 
“make the holfe larger at the bottom 
than at the top” is a very sensible one 
and we will add that the bottom of the 
hole should be built up a little cone 
shape so that the roots will be inclined 
outward and not bunched to the center. 

How to dig holes for planting trees: 
(1) Mark circle 36 to 43 inches in di¬ 
ameter with sharp spade, and remove 
top inch, including grass. (2) Dig 
hole 18 inches deep and loosen earth 
in bottom 4 or 5 inches. (3) Place 
surface dirt and sub-soil on separate 
sides, so surface dirt is handy to put 
in first. (41 Make hole at bottom wid¬ 
er than at top. (5) Keep hole as round 
as possible and in straight line with 
other holes on street. 

Planting trees : (1) Put pail of water 
(or two) in hole before planting. (2) 
Put some surface dirt in bottom and 
shape to general shape of the roots so 
they will lie in natural position-^a 
kinked mot will not circulate sap. (3) 
Plant tree one or two inches deeper 
than it was in nature. (4) Trim tips 
of .roots with sharp knife before plac¬ 
ing in soil. (5) Keep straight in line, 
and perpendicular before earth is plac¬ 
ed on roots. Work earth around roots 
and pack in as tightly as can be 
tramped in. Fill hole to within a 
couple of inches of top, then use sub¬ 
soil earth to mound up to trye, do not 
pack. Leave gutter around outer part 
of hole so water will go away from 
center and cause roots to spread. (6) 
Use two or three pails of water at 
lime of planting. Water once a week 
only during summer—daily watering 
chills tree. (7) When nursery stock is 
used and there is no earth on the roots 
care must be taken to work the earth 
under the roots and around them, so 
they will be nearly as possible in the 
position which they were in before 
transplanting. Use surface earth for 
this. (8) The branches should be 
pruned back in proportion to the 
amount of roots that have been lost. 
It is best to err on safe side and cut 
sufficient branches that the roots will 
get a start before there is a heavy 
drain of leaf production and growth

ROUND THE WORLD 


According to figures just released by 
government officials, the farmers of 
Manitoba were the recipients of a to¬ 
tal income of $86,228,593; Saskatche-j 
wan farmers, $171,557,750; while Al-1 
berta farmers received $223,814,304.1 
Sale of their wheat brought the farm- j 
ers by far the greatest proportion of I 
their inoome on farm exports. Sask-1 
atchewan leads the way in the export I 
of wheat, 4 selling'210,000,008 bushels! 
at an average price of 65 cents a bush-1 
el. Alberta followed closely with the! 
largest wheat crop in the history of 
the province, disposing of 167,265,084 
bushels at 65 cents a bushel. Manito¬ 
ba farmers were paid an average price 
of 67 cents-df bushel for their wheat, 
selling 32,804,000 bushels during the 
year. Though Saskatchewan netted a 
larger total return on its wheat pro¬ 
duction than the other provinces, value 
received on this commodity represents 
nearly 80 per cent of the Saskatche¬ 
wan farmers’ total income for their 
farm products. On the other hand, 
wheat contributed less than 50 per 
cent of the Alberta farmers’ income 
and about 36 per cent of Manitoba’s 
Alberta takes a long lead in the sale 
of oats by exporting 144,977,300 bush¬ 
els, which represents several million 
dollars more than the combined re¬ 
ceipts of the farmers of Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan for this grain. Alberta 
was also in the lead for the sale of 
fodder crops, receiving more than 
$12,500,000 for the sale of hay and 
clover alone, a figure which is not 
nearly equalled by her sister provinc¬ 
es. In the sale of dairy products and 
livestock, the Alberta farmers netted 
more than the receipts of the Saskat¬ 
chewan and Manitoba farmers’ com¬ 
bined incomes in this department.

Final decision in selecting the route 
by which the British round-the-world 
fliers will cross the Rockies depends 
largely on the results of a trip which 
will be made by Flight-Lieutenant 
Earl MacLeod, of the Vancouver unit 
of the Royal Canadian Air F'orce. 
MacLeod left Vancouver by train on 
Monday night for Jasper, whence he 
proceeded to Fort Fraser on Fraser 
Lake.- From there he will follow the 
course of the Skeena liver to Hazel- 
ton and down to Prince Rupert. It is 
altogether likely that the Skeena route 
will be selected, as the waterways are 
good, and at no point is the altitude 
requiied nearly as high as by way of 
the Kicking Horse Pass. An officer 
Irom High River station of the Royal 
Canadian Air Force will investigate 
the possibilities of establishing a base 
at Chip Lake, a few miles north of 
Edmonton for the fliers. There is a 
landiflg field at Hazelton which was 
used by the Americans wheh they 
made the flight to Nome two years 
ago, and there is also a licensed air 
harbor used by a commercial firm 
which was flying a Junker seaplane 
from Ha/.elton to Prince Rupert two 
seasons ago. So little is known re¬ 
garding Fort Fraser that Flight-Lieu¬ 
tenant Macleod’s chief investigations 
will be at that point. Lf the lake is 
sufficiently sheltered to provide a good 
landing he will make arrangements to 
have buoys placed and supplies of oil 
and petrol stored for the British air¬ 
men. MacLeod expects to be in Prince 
Rupert on fisheries patrol in June, 
when the British fliers arrive from tfie 
north, and he will not make many 
preparations at that point. The sup¬ 
plies and buoys used by the Royal Ca¬ 
nadian airmen will be turned over to 
the British. At Hazelton arrange¬ 
ments will be made so that a landing 
can be made if necessary. The fliers 
will not stop there unless necessary, 
however, but will make the 400-odd 
miles from Rupert to Fort Fraser in 
one hop and then from Fort Fraser to 
Chip Lake, a little more than 500 miles 
in another hop. 


Alberta’s average wheat yield for 
twenty-five years ending with 1923 
was 18 bushels per acre, as compared 
with 10.9 in NorAhJJakota, 11.4 in 
South Dakota, 15.1 in Manitoba, and 
13.5 in Kansas. 

During the past week, a petition 
with signatures numbering more than I 


28,000 was presented to the House of 
Commons at Ottawa asking for gov¬ 
ernment measures to ensure cheaper 
freight rates to make Alberta coal 
available to consumers in the province 
of Ontario. j 

Following special short courses at 
the university under the direction of 
Dairy Commissioner Marker, official 
cream graders have been sent out to 
creameries in the province, in connec¬ 
tion with th official grading of cream. 

Nearly 100,000 acres will be planted 
in com in southern Alberta this year, 
according to official estimates made. 
Last year the acreage in corn in the 
province was estimated at 53,000. A 
large area is also being sown in sweet 
clover. 


Crows, magpies and gophers are go¬ 
ing to have a perfectly rotten time 
this summer—it is going to be a bad 
year for them. Harry Proctor, the Cal¬ 
gary game guardian, has just an¬ 
nounced the partculars f the competi¬ 
tions of extermination which have 
been put on by the government and 
the prizes which will be given to the 
clubs, associations and individuals tak¬ 
ing part, says the Market Examiner. 
The score of points is to be made up 
to 4 poihts for crows and magpies and 
t points for. their eggs—on gopher 
tails the .score is 1 point. The compe¬ 
tition is on now and will close Sept. 1. 
There are five competitions: 1—Gun 
clubs in Edmonton and Calgary, with 
a prize of $200. 2—£ny other gun 

club or game protective association, 
with a first prize of $200 and a second 
of $100. 3 t—C ompetitions open to 
members of any of the organizations 
mentioned in competitions 1 and 2. 
There are 335 prizes^!!, this class and 
a total of $900 distributed. 4—Open to 
village or rural public schools who are 
to give nfl45 of entering prior to July 
1\ The prizes are $70, $50, $10, $10. 
5^0 pen to' persons attending any of 
these schools or high schools, and 
there are also 335 prizes in^this^com¬ 
petition, with a total of $900 in' the 
class. There is a long list ofregula- 
tions governing the conjpetjtions 
which will be referred- to later. But 
in the meantime get out after the 
pests mentioned and you can find. out 
the particulars later.

CROP REPORT 


Advent of warm spring weather has 
hastened activity upon the land in Al- 
bc’rta, and operations are general. 
-Seeding of wheat in the southeni dis¬ 
tricts of the province is about 50 per 
cent, completed, with 60 to 70 per cent 
done in some localities, while in a few 
Places in southern,Alberta the new 
wheat is reported already above the 
ground; Some seeding of oats has 

also been done in the south. Moisture 

conditions for the most part are fav¬ 
orable, but in south-eastern localities 
the soil is very dry and more moist¬ 
ure is needed for satisfactory germin¬ 
ation. This condition does not exist 
however over a very widespread aera. 
■Slight rains have fallen during the 
past week in the Medicine Hat area, 
and heavier rains towards Lethbridge 
and along the foothill areas has been 
recorded since last report. Indications 
ttre that there will be a slightly in¬ 
creased acreage in wheat this season, 
most districts reporting to this effect, 
while one or two districts in the north 
report reduced areas. The fact that 
very little fall plowing was done last 
fall makes any large increase in wheat 
acreage impossible. Reports from 
southern districts indicate that there 
will be a large increase in acreage in 
fodder crops, particularly corn and 
sweet clover, Lethbridge districts re- 
poi ting 1 u probable 100 per cent, in¬ 
crease in these • crops this season. 
Dates of Seeding—Dates on which 
seeding operations commenced this 
spring are reported as follows: Medi¬ 
cine Hat, April 15; Brooks,'April 15; 
Youngstown, April 22; Gleichen, April 
21; Lethbridge, April 15; Claresholm, 
April 15; Olds, April 28; Lacombe, Ap¬ 
ril 23; Edmonton district, April 25; 
Vegreville, April 18; Vermilion, April 
28; Grande Prairie and Peace River, 
April 20. Farm Lahor—There is still 
a certain demand for farm labor, al¬ 
though not so great as at the time of 
the last report. The Provincial Labor 
Bureau has placed 4,600 men on the 
land this spring, an increase of more 
than 1,800 over the number placed 
spring. 


CROWS AND HAWKS 


We notice that a war has been de¬ 
clared on crows in the neighbourhood 
in fact the sounds of the countryside 
would lead one to believe that chicken 
shooting had just started. This is a 
very useful movement, as the crow 
has increased so much in the last year 
or two that it is a veritable pest in 
this district. When in large numbers 
it is very destructive lo birds, especi¬ 
ally ducks and chicken, as it i.s a no¬ 
torious nest robber. We notice also, 
however, that many people are also 
shooting hawks and owls. The com¬ 
moner hawks of the countryside, 
namely, the red-tailed, and the spar¬ 
row hawk, are highly useful birds; the 
red-tailed especially being one of the 
most efficient and certainly the cheap¬ 
est gopher-destroyer we know of. Cer¬ 
tain hawks are destructive, namely, 
the goshawk, duck hawk, pigeon hawk, 
Cooper’s hawk, but these are decidedly 
scarce, and also very hard to -shoot. It 
has been suggested that unless one is 
a sufficiently expert orinthologist to 
distinguish between hawks," it is ad¬ 
visable not to shoot.at any at all. All 
owls, and all hawks except the four 
listed above, are protected by the 
Game Act, and it is an offence under 
that Act to shoot thCm at any time.— 
Calgary Herald.

STOCK FOR JAPAN 


A firm of Jupanese livestock dealers 
headed by a wealthy Japanese of con¬ 
siderable prominence in Yokohama, 
known as .the Japanese Butchers’ As¬ 
sociation, is already preparing to 
handle livestock shipments into Japan 
on a large scale. If the shipment of 
livestock just made from Alberta 
reaches Japan in good condition and 
if a satisfactory freight rate on cattle 
can be arranged, it will be Canadian 
cattle, chiefly Alebrta cattle, that this 
big firm will handle.

Liquor vendors of the province met 
at Calgary on Monday to receive in¬ 
structions in the management of their 
sti les.

More than 300 Hebrideans arrived in 
Calgary recently on a special C.P.R. 
train en route to Red Deer and other 
points where preparations for this 
settlement had been made well in ad¬ 
vance. They get homes and tr. cts of 
land, and will live in groups so that 
they will have a fair chance to get 
started in Alberta. . 

Latest tests of the- gas flow from 
the Rogers-Imperial well south of 
Lethbridge which blew in a week ago, 
shows the flow to exceed 62,000,000 cu¬ 
bic feet per day. This is said to be 
one of the largest gast wells in the 
world. 

There is i^iw no doubt that the port 
of v Varicouver will ship out 50.000.000 
bushels of grain during the current 
crop year. Official returns to the end 
of March show that the receipts here 
had been 35,614,000 bushels, or 22,336,- 
000 more than during the same months 
last year, and there are five months 
still to run. .

Weasel and red fox have 
been plentiful but muskrat has been 
light. The beaver catch has been fair. 
Lvnx are reported far more plentiful, 
due to the return of the rabbits. 

We cannot but agree with the Blen¬ 
heim News-Tribune in its contention 
that Ontario towns and villages have 
been governed just as well where the 
public service is given without fee as 
under a hired ^ouncil, and that a few 
dollars for services rendered is no in¬ 
ducement to the man who will accept 
public office as a matter of honor or 
with a sense of public duty.—Milvet*- 
ton Sun. 

A three-year-old Hdlstein cow, ore 
of the herd maintained by the Alberta 
government at Oliver farm near Ed¬ 
monton, has just completed a milking 
record which places her at the top of- 
the list of Canadian Holstein's of her 
class. In the 12 months the heifer .gave 
18,903 lbs. of milk and 941.25 lbs. of 
butter. As a two-year-old, the cow 
produced 18,415 lbs. of milk in 12 
months. 

A company, incorporated with a ca¬ 
pital of $200,000 and eompri-rd of 
prominent Northern Alberta men, ahs 
been organized to develop the salt de¬ 
posits north-east of Edmonton, near 
Fort McMurray. A plant will be in¬ 
stalled at that point, and operations 
commenced this year. It is estimated 
that there is a market in Alberta and 
Saskatchewan for 40,000 tons yearly 
of the salt in crude form. 

Mr. C. A. Ross, head office official 
from Toronto of the Dominion Bank 
who is touring the west to get first 
hand information of Western Canada 
“pent Friday at High River with Mr. 
Smith, the manager of . the branch 
here, and was very much impressed 
with the appearance of the country 
generally.

The new United States tariff of 42 
cents per bushel on wheat went into 
effect recently, but it left no effects 
en part of the country, as far as offi¬ 
cials gan learn. As the date for the 
incoming of the increase drew near, 
exports of wheat to the Republic in¬ 
creased, chiefly of that intended for 
milling in bond for export purposes. 
During the last month the number of 
bonded American mills grinding Ca- 
radian hard wheat for export has in¬ 
creased from two to six.

examination it was found that the 
main bone of each leg wqs splintered 
into the ankle joint. At the present 
writing Mr. Matheson is progressing 
1 as favorably as could be expected but 
' it will be several weeks before he will 
be able to get about. On Tuesday Mr. 
Ray Lane secured permission from the 
superintendent of the hospital staff to 
install his radio equipment and as a 
result Mr. Matheson is entirely inde¬ 
pendent of the telephone department 
for news. He “listens in” for news 
from the world and distributes the 
same to fellow sufferers in the hos¬

BLEW UP A MOUNTAIN 

A copy of an issue of the Los Ange¬ 
les Times of April 28 came to our no¬ 
tice in which Earl Mack, son of Mr. 
George Mack of High River, figures 
prominently. Earl is foreman of the 
Blue Diamond quarries amf'it fell to 
Lis lot to throw the switch that caus¬ 
ed -the-greatest dynamite explosion in 
the world, at the.Corona Quarry, on 
Sunday, April 27. This immense 
quarry is situate near Corona, Calif. 
To reduce the menace of high cliffs to 
quarry operations and to obtain a 
maximum volume of rock in a single 
..shot for commercial purposes .sever¬ 
al months were spent to drill 1000 feet 
into the mountain in which dynamite 
was placed at intervals, to the amount 
of 182 tons. On the day,set for the 
explosion 40,000 people gathered in a 
safe place to witness the world’s 
greatest blast. Electric wires were 
placed in the detonators in eacli cham¬ 
ber leading way, 'the tunnels were 
carefully back' filled with rock. Earl 
Mack then pressed the button and at 
that moment a ruby flame and a flash 
of smoke was seen after which the top 
of the cliff rose slowly and then came 
cascading down, a mass of crumbled 
rock. In the Los Angeles paper Earl 
is seen pressing the button which let 
off the world’s greatest blast of dyna¬ 
mite.
